Outflow 


The present outflow of gold 
from the United States is the 
fastest on record. -As it only 
stotted in February it ts, so far, 
the smallest of the three pre- 
vious oulflows, but It is by far 
the fustest, faster than any equal 
period, or even the great outflow 
after the devaluation of Beptem- 
ber 1949 and the Korean War 
outbreak of mid-1950. The past 
three months have been -worse 
for the United Stales gold stock 
than were the wild exeltements 
of the first three months of 1051, 
the previous worst.
